Tho Land Lock. 



[Ottawa Fi eo Tress.] 
The legislature of British Columbia 
was somewhat suddenly prorogued on 
the 8th inst. by Lieut.-Governor Rich- 
ards. •-'.Tbe'Provincial O()p.08ition press 
assert that this aictibn Avas unduly pre- 
cipitated by tho government in order to 
avoid unpleasant complication.s. Before 
tho prorogation the assembly re affirm- 
ed the demand for tho construction of 
the Vancouver Island railway and 
passed a bill for the conveyance of the 
Pacitic Bail way lands to the Dominion 
government. Oii this latter point a 
serious disagreement has arisen between 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments. The bill referred to grants a 
tract of land twenty miles broad on 
e^jh.sido of the line of .the, Canadian 
Pacfoc rail way, iu accordAnto witb 'the 
terms of union. This, however, is not 
what the Dominion government want, 
for they preferred a request through 
their agent, Mr. Trutch, that good 
lands in other parts of the Province be 
granted in lieu of those parts -within 
tbe fo_rty:inilfi belt, which may be found 
on survey unfit for settlement. The 
Land is a ])r;\ctical refusal to grant 
this request. 'J7ic Colonist deprecates 
tbo3measuro as a piece of "wilful mis- 
cqijicgption" and accuses M r. . Walkem 
of a J^'ilelibj'rate design to thwart^ and 
hamperiibo'^Uominion govefht'u'ent in 
tneir' well-'oo'nsidered scheme of railway 
COAWnittion' on the Pacific Slope, and 
perhaps turn the obstacles thus created 
to the political or personal advantage 
o£ some member of the local govern- 
ment." It is also pointed out that as 
the railway runs at one place within 
six miles df the frontier the hill actual- 
ly gives away the Skaget River mines, 
which lie in .-Vniei'lcan territory, and 
about one humh-cci miles of farming 
land.'!, together with two or three score 
of im|iroved farms that lie on the 
southern side of tho border. It will be 
seeii that already a difficulty of no 
mean proportions has arisen, and 
should the British Columbians adhere 
as tenaciously to tho land terms of 
union as they have to the other terms 
of that crazy liargain, the purchase of 
the fee. simple of tbe entire Province 
will Jje^he^uly jand perhaps the cheap- 
est wav of settling' with the irrecOncili- 
able people on the Pacific coast.

Holland, 
tho notorious gambler and democratic 
politician of this city, was assassinated 
last night. Holland was passing the 
corner of Fourth and'Eeanstree^ when 
one Woodrough' levelled' Ins '•revolver 
and fired. The supposition is to-night 
that the assassination is directly con- 
nected with his political work for Til- 
den and tho democratic party in 1876. 

Wasuixoton, June 8. — Agio Gaka- 
to, secretary of the Japanese delegation 
in this city, committed suicide this 
morning. The only clue to tho cause 
was a /letter left by the deceased, in 
which ho stated that ho had been con- 
cerned in the insurrection of 1877 in 
Japan and had forfeited his honor.

Disaster FollcvTiner Disaster. 



One of the strange results of the 
'iron boom' which raged in this coun- 
try from July, 1879, to April, 1880, 
is that which now aflfects the ore mar- 
ket. Last J une pig iron sold in this 
country at tho mills at from $17 to 
SI 9 per ton. 'At tho same time lake 
Superior oro — standard specular or 
magnetic ore— delivered "on cars at the 
mines, sold^for $4''per ton'; hematic 
ores sold at an average price of §2.25 
per ton. In consequence of the boom 
pig iron advanced in January last to 
§12 per ton, and the specially careful 
manufacturers took great pains to 
secure a supply-"Of ore for 1880 by 
making contracts, for large supi)lies of 
ore running from the opening of naVa- 
gation to November next. The min- 
ers also had heard of tho boom, and 
they entered into contracts for tho de- 
livery of standard or magnetic ore a4 
§9 per. ton, .and for hematic .ores at §5 
per ton. In addition the boomers 
made contracts for a largo fleet of sail- 
ing and steam vessels to run all tho 
season of 1880 bringing this oro from 
lake Superior to all the lake port.s, the 
carrying price per ton being up on tho 
highest sale of the boom. In the 
meantime tho boom hfis exploded. 
There being no orders at fancy prices, 
pig-iron is selling in Pittsburg to re- 
lievo stocks on hand at §20 per ton ; 
but tho out-standing contracts for oro 
at S6 per ton and the conti-acts for 
transportation arc all Standing. To 
buy oro at that price and sell pig iron 
at §20 is ruin ; but the miners and 
vessel-owners show tlioir contrncts and 
demand that they be lived up to, and 
this tho iron nianufacturora .sny they 
cannot do. The miners so far refuse 
to vicld. Tho vessel-owners will soon 
be claiming large damages in the shape 
of demurrage, and generally- the iion 
ore market is in a very disngrceiiblc 
and discontendod condition. Some- 
body must yield, and time n'ill bri'^fly 
add another chapter to the collapse ot 
the iron boom. — C/iicago Tnbxine.

WHEREAS THEMgNIOJpai GOVN- 
cil of tho Corpdraii'on of the City of 
Victoria has resolved to. raise the sum of 
Soventy Thousand Dollars to jxiy off cer- 
tain debts duo in respect of the Water 
Works of tlio said City and to extend the 
said Water Works system into the suburbs 
of tho said City. >J \ 1 <X.Mx ' J L Jl >' 

Six Thousand Three Hundred and Forty 

Dollars to be raised annually by special 
rate for the payment of tho said debt and 
interest, as is lioroinaftor mentioned. 

And wlicreas tho amount .of .'tho whole 
rateable property of thio'said- Corporation 
of the City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment IloU be^iig for the 
year 1879 was §2,655,820, irrespective of 
any future incrcaao of tho rateable pro- 
perty of the Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tho work, and ako irre- 
spective of any income from tho tempor- 
ary invostnionts of tho sinking ^fund or 
of any part thereof. • ,:i;i-..r ,c.h>.!" :.,ii 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating; a yearly sinking fund for paying 
tlio said principal of §70,000 and intoroat 
as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an cquid aunual special i-ato of one-fourth 
of one poi" cent: on tho dollar. 

Be it THEnEFOKE enacted by tho Mayor 
and Council thoQorporatio^bf the'City 
of Victoria: " ' 

1. That it sh.all bo lawful for the Mayor 
of tho City to raiso by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may be lyilling to advance 
the .same upon the credit; of tho debeii- 
turo.i hereinafter mentioned, a'^sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the 
.sum of S70,000, and cause the sainoto bo 
paid into tlie hands of tho Treasurer of 
the siiid Corporation for the purpose and 
with tho object abbvo recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be inado for such' sums of n)oney as 
m.ay be roquirod not leas than SiOO each, 
and that the said debentures shall be 
sealed with. tho seal oE1'h6cisati> .Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and bo signed 
by tho said Mayor. ' 

3. That tho said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty-five years at tho 
fari.hoat from the day heioinaftor men- 
tioned fo£thi8 Bylaw'.to bike efTect ut t)ic 
office of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of tlio said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to tUoni coupons for the 
payment of tho intorost. 

4. That the said debentures shall boar 
interest at and after tho rate of Seven per 
cent, per annum from the date thereof, 
which interest shall bo payable half-yearly 
at the ofltco of tho Treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipality, 

f). Tiiat for tlio purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho pnyniont of tho said 
debentures and tho interest at tlie rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-fourth of one par cout.

Uegiim vs. tlio McLoana and Haro. 

Tho Court met at 11:30 n.m. 

Mr. McCroight — Yostorilay I wa.i nd- 
tU-esaing the Court 

The Chief Justice — You sat down yea- 
terdiiy*MF:f'McCreight, nnd I called" on 
Mr,.tftobortson'to pro'oced. 

Mr. 'Mddroight — Yes, but I rose again. 

Tbe>.phief Justice — We have tho lionor 
hero to represent the Quoon, and tho lan- 
guage you -made use of reflected upon ua 
and could not].- therefore, be permitted. 

Mrfll^^Gighf — i was told hy your 
Lord-sliip that I wis making a statement 
that r know to bo untrue, and under the 
circunistaocus I think I have a right to 
ask you to apologize to mo instead of niy 
ofterinKii'n apology to you. The remarks 
you iuade would lead one to believe thntl 
amrinTtKo ;h^bit of mftklng false atato- 
menia. I'lvm a practitioner of aomo 20 
years' standing hero, and if lam to bo 
told those things wliilst I am engaged in 
argument it is impossible for mo to con- 
duct a case properly or do justice to iny 
client. I submit that I have a right to 
ask yourXjprijlflhip as a gentleman to apol- 
•ogizc, ,h.TliO 'privileges of a counsel are as 
important ns those of a judge nnd should 
bo observ^ed. Barristers are supposed to 
be gentU:mcn and they do noKliko such 
accusations tis your Lordship made yes- 
terday. I stand horo now to vindicate 
the rights of counsel and I must state that 
I cannot possibly apologize for the lan- 
guage I made use of. I wont as far as I 
could yesterday when I said your stato- 
jnont was incorrect instead of being un- 
true. I can go no further now and I say 
that an apolof^y is duo tiT me. 

Tho Chief Justice — Mr. Robertson, will 
you go on 1 

Mr. McCreight— I propose logo on my- 
self; I have' a right to' bo heard, ' 

Mr. Robertson said that he felt full 
justice could not be done unless his learn- 
ed friend (Mr. McCreight) was heard. He 
(Mr. R.) wislied to argue the case fully 
and desired that the wliole matter and the 
poiijt^^yplved should bo fully gone into, 
Ho very much regretted what had taken 
place yesterday; -but, although he was not 
in Court, so' far as ho could learn Mr. Mc- 
Creight's .statement that 96 assizes had 
been held without commissions had refer- 
ence only to the affidavit mado to that 
olTcct. 

The Chief Justice — Tlio .-iffidavit was 
made by a gentleman <\ho knows nothing 
nbout ' the ' matter and who possibly has 
seldom boon present at the opening of a 
criminal- court. 

Mr. Rojiertson — I wish to draw the 
distinot^!S'' between evidence ns to fact 
•ind tho assertion of counsel. The affida- 
vit sot forth that certain assizes had been 
held without any commission being issued 
— so far as tho record showed — and no 
evidence was produced to prove anything 
to tho contrary. Mr. McCreight baEcd 
his argument upon this record and affida- 
vit, and could not bo held responsible for 
the impression tho affidavit.^ made upon 
tho court. 

Mr. Justice Crease — The statement was 
not made in cirgvcnda, 

Mr, Juatico Gray said that Mr. Mc- 
Creiglit had asserted that the assizes in 
(juestion had boon held without commis- 
sions. That was incorrect. What he 
should have said was that they wore held 
without lerjal commissions, There could 
be no doubt that commi5.sions had been 
issued; but the question of their legality 
and validity had yet to bo determined. 
When Mr. ]\IcCreight's attention had 
boon directed to this fact he appeared to 
have taken up the matter rather liastily, 

.Jtfr, Justice Crease said that ho had 
observed the proceedings yesterday dis- 
passionately, as ho always did, and had 
.taken careful and, lie believed, accurate 
'notes of what transpired. Ho boliovcd 
they wcro as correct as tlicse of a jjroiei- 
sional reporter. However, lie would re- 
mark that for nine years whilst lie was 
attorney general, and during ten years as 
a judge, ho Had never, with two excep- 
tions, seen a court of assizo opened with- 
out a commission first being read. Tho 
bench had always been desirouH of work- 
ing harmoniously with tlio bar nnd he 
felt assured it was so now. 

Tho Attorney General said that with 
respect to what took pkco yesterday 
neither report in tho daily papers was cor- 
rect. Theloarncdcounsel then read from his 
own notes, tho substance of which, with 
tho oscpption of slight addition and in- 
terlineations, corresponded witli the re- 
port published in The Colonist. 

Mr. Justice Crease observed that the 
.attorney geneTal's;no'^c^i'*^<"i^^ .cor??ct 
In all particulars. 

Tho Attorney Gonoval ihcu pwceedod to 
addvVRS the court oxi tho questioti of dura- 
tion, of commissions and contended that 
the issue of . a T new one terminated the 
commission it succeeded. It was a matter 
of fact, however, that old commissions 
had frequently been read at tho opening 
of courts of assize. These cominia^ians 
being defunct the assertion of Mr. Mo' 
Croightthntnssiseft ha,i boon held with- 
ottt any cuntuniaMw virtually true. 
?hfi affidavit .loicle, with respept, to the 
CMrimissironrwas also a^^ trao. He 
wdBia^oyrstate'thafcther^cffaano-: truth 
in RBsertibn 'tb'^^i^Viii^ 



had been sent to Now Westminster by 
,the:stesmor Woodside specjially chartered 
-for that purpose. .Depositions, owing to 
the manner in which the envelope con- 
taining them had been addressed by tho 
committing magistrato, had gone astray 
and they had to bo forwarded. With 
reference to the assizes at Clinton ho 
would state that he had purpo-sply avoid- 
ed attending them in order. that they 
might not have tho least tinge of politics. 
As to the question of coin'mtssions he 
know for a fact that .fbr^ a period of over 
two years no commission had boon issued. 
The Chief Justice had said that no one 
could be found to support tho affidavit. 
But ho was thoro to sui>port it and did so. 
Every word of it w.is true. No apology 
w.as due from Mr, McCreight and if he 
(tho Attorney General) were compelled to 
do so he.was propareid.witlvhiBfr^^ 
Bobertson tdleavo'thd Coxii:tl " ' ' "' 

The Chi^f Justice said that the Attor- 
ney Gntieral's last observation would not 
havo tho least effect on the judges. With 
reference to the commission issued for 
the assizes hold ut Cassiar ho would re- 
mind tho Attorney General that it w.as 
not for that district alqho.^but.for tho 
whole of tho province,, and.. that ho and 
Mr. Robertson, who was then acting for 
tho Crown, whilst on their way to Clin- 
ton had been st.ayed at Yale simply that 
a commission, word foV' word the same as 
tho Cas^sar commission, might be for- 
warded;, , . , _ 

The Attorh«^' General said ho had , not 
made lua last remarks with any spirit of 
defiance. Ho always wished to bo cour- 
teous and respectful to tho bench, 

Mr. Justice Or.iy said that tho other 
day tho Chief Justice had referred to tho 
inaccuracy of the record of commissions 
issued. He would now call tho attention 
of the Attorney General to tho fact, that 
tho commission of November Inst, attach- 
ed to the affidavit put in, was made re- 
turnable to Victoria, whereas tlio com- 
mission of the same date which he (Mr. 
Justice Gray) then hold in his hand was 
roturnablo to Ottawa. Tho circumstance 
pointed distinctly to the imperfections of 
the record produced. 

The Attorney General said the altera- 
tion was made at Mr. Justice Gray's own 
request. With reforence to what transpir- 
ed yesterday ho bcliuved there had been 
a misuiulerafanding throughout. Tho in- 
dependence, however, of barriatei's must 
ho preserved and under the circumstances 
he . thought tho lancjuago of tho Chief 
Justice to Mr. McCreight, a most re- 
spected member of the bar, was altogether 
unwarrantable, _ 

Mr. Jufltic-.- Creaso .taid tlie impression 
Mr. McCreiglit's assertion left on the 
Bench was that the Judges had held a 
number of assizes illegally. 

The Attoiney-Qeneral — I have fro- 
(pior.tly had occasion to protest against 
the inauncr in which I have been treated 
by the Chief Jimlice, and I will state now, 
openly and without fear, that I would not 
be in politics to-day if I thought I could 
be decently treated by the Oliiof .rustice. 
His treatment of Mr. McCreight yester- 
day was ovirHearing nnd tyrannicah No 
man of spirit can stand such treatment 
without resentment. I havo resented it 
before and I resent it now. Mr. Mc- 
Creight w.as practically called a liar with- 
out tho least ground for it. 

Tho Judges— No, no. 

Mr. Justice G nay — Do you think, Mr. 
Attorney, that your manner now and tho 
language you have just used, as the head 
of tlio bar, is conjlucivo to tho good stand- 
ing of tho profession nnd tho proper con- 
duct of the business of the Court? 

Mr. McCreight (rising) — I must be por- 
iiiittod to say that when the Chief .Justice 
accu.sed me yostordayj of making a wilful 
and deliberate mis-statement I was sur- 
prised that neither of the puisne judges 
offered any rem.ark. If such statements 
aro to bo permitted — if counsel are to bo 
interrupted in the course of thoir argu- 
ment and accused of falsehood — then it 
will become absolutely impossible for us 
to perform our duties and. the administra- 
tion of justice will simplybe' ainockery, a 
delusion and a snare. ' ' ' 

The Chief Justice — Mr. Robertson, I 
will ask you— Did I over attempt to bully 
you ) Have we not alway.s had a very 
pleasant time of it 1 Indeed, I do not 
Know any member of the profession who, 
having occasion to enter my room, has 
not left it with a smile on his face. 

The Attorney-General (soito roce)—X 
smile of sarcasm. 

Tho Chief .Justice — 1 think after the 
exhibition wo have just had it is .apparent 
that some misapprehension occurred yes- 
terday. I shall, therefore, allow Mr. Mc- 
Creight to resume his argument. 

Tnu Court then adjourned until 2 p. in. 
AFTER RECESS. 

Mr. McCreight continued liis argu- 
ment by utating that it had been suffi- 
ciently shown that tho Lieut. -Governor 
had no power to issue a commission; that 
tho practice of tho Court had gone on for 
years unchallenged. Tho power to issue 
couimisaionH was vested by law in the 
Governor-General of tho Dominion, but 
ho might delegate that power to any one 
he might think fit. The British North 
America Act authorized him to appoint 
deputies; ho might, therefore, havo dole- 
gated his power to the Lieu'. -Governor, 
but Governor Richards' affidavit proved 
that no instructions of that sort had boon 
sent to him. For nino years tho course 
pursued in the Province had boon un- 
challenged. The practice had been that 
all p.artioa acquiesced in tho way that 
these matters had boon conducted. It had 
alw.ays been considered extremely un- 
likely that any difficulty would arise. Tho 
necessity for commissions had never been 
thought of. The Lieut. -Governor had no 
pofforjby statute; no power in common 
law; In fact, no power at all. He would 
assume that there is no power in - the 
Province to issue commissions for oyer 
nnd ienikinet: 

Mr. Justice Gray proceeded at some 
length to showthatthelocalgovernmenthad 
that power. It w.as understood by some 
people that tho Dominion Parliament 
could override tho Brikiah North Ameri- 
ca Act. This was a mistake; it certainly 
could not bo done. If tho Parliament 
had that power the exercise of it would 
settle the whole thing. Section five of the 
Act docs not censtitute a court. It rofers 
to courts horeaftcr to bo constituted and 
this is left to local legishatures. The .Su- 
premo Court has just as much power now 
as before confederation. 

Some discussion hovo ai-oao as to the 
meaning of section 5 in which the learned 
judgoa and counsel|,to.ok part.. . j , . , 

Iftr, MoOreighf wished now to ' enquire 
into tho circumstances connected v,'ith 
tho framing of the Act in question. Ho 
mado soino quotations to rmow that all 
acts bearing on theaubjoct arc to bo t.akoii 
together. The Iiiout.-Govornor h.ad no 
power; and the legislature knew that the 
commission foir-oi/e)' and fermtue]' was not 
necessary. -There were a great many con- 
tradictory words used in diffuront parts 
of tho act. Courts of oijer and <«;r»iincr 
wore not applicable to British Columbi.o,.. 
Hero tho Criminal Court is tho Supremo 
Court. The learned counsel then rofer- 
ed to Coke's^Insti^ut^a ^^alipw that.-coin- 
roiBBipi^q f^r'hWding"Ji|ou?;fa*of ''oi^er o^id 



terminer were issued to a number of per- 
.sons, while in this ProvLnco coinmifisions 
aro issued to ono man. Courts of oyer and 
terminer Avoro therefore inapplicable to 
this coimtjy^^^milly -.^lilpiy ta|b^^ 
Jurors here are selected from any portion 
of tho Province and not restricted to any 
county, or district. Ho submitted that 
there would bo a great deal of difliculty 
in carrying out such a course where 
counties are not in existence. 

More discussion here took placo respect- 
ing 'the construction of the act during 
which Mr. Justice Gray observed that the 
learned counsel was weakening his cause 
by occupying time in proving what was 
admitted. That it was almost impossible 
for tho framer of tho Act in question in 
theDoininion Parliament to have all tho 
local and other acts before them; that tho 
laws of British Columbia aro usually 
framed in a ' loose w.ay, there being no 
lawyers in tho legislature to soo to them. 
He did not wish, however, to weaken tho 
learned coun.sel's argument. 

Sir. McCreight had to infer that tho 
Doifiiniou Parliament had all those acts 
before them. Hethenquotodfrom the Pro- 
cedure Act to phoyr .that. th^.S^piejmo Court 
of British Columbia was established in 
perfect conformity with that act. He re- 
ferred to tho case of Queen r,i Amour in 
Ontario to show tiiat it was the preroga- 
tive of tho crown to issue commissions of 
oi/er and terminer, and explained tho cir- 
pumatanccs connected with this particular 
.case. 

Mr. Jus(icb'Qray ''confen'dod'that the 

judges diflered with regard to tho case re- 
ferred to, 

Mr. MoCroiglit, .again citing Coke's In- 
stitutes, contended tliat courts of oyer nnd 
^enniiier could not be convened in this 
Province as several nocossary conditions 
courd not bo satisfied in order to giro pro- 
per jurisdiction. It was not clear as to 
whether tho judge should open his court 
uudur tho Governor-Cioiierarscouinusaion 
or on his own jurisdiction aa a Supremo 
Com t judge. 

Mr. Justice Qr.ay roinarkod that it would 
be absurd to suppose that tho Governor- 
General should sehd a commission of oyvi 
arid terminer to British Columbia. 

Mr. McCreight remarked that as tho 
LitMit. -Governor had no power they woulil 
have CO fall back on the conditions re- 
ferred to. Tho act gave statutory 
poweis to the' Court. Mr. Justice 
Creaso In^d spoken of t lip difficulty.of pass- 
ing sentence. This point was settled by tho 
case of the Queen im Castro, where it had 
been decided that the word trial included 
sentence. Ho then went on to say that tho 
Supreme Court lun' full jurisdiction with- 
out a court of oyr. and ti'viiiiner. One 
judge had power i" try cases of all de- 
scriptions in every part of the Province. 
Term time could not be adhered to in 
British Columbia on account of its geo- 
graphical peculiarities. Tho Supreme 
Court sits independently of commissions. 
Mr. Justice Creaso could go up to New 
Westminster or .iiiywhoro else and hold a 
Supremo Court, but ho could not hold a 
court of oyer and lerminer without a com- 
mission. In Supremo Court sittings 
therofore trials were valid; If a court'of oyer 
and terminer w.as held without acomniission 
then the trials would havo been invalid. 
Section 5 of the act gave full jurisdiction 
by certiorari. Tho learned counsel again 
quoted from Cooke's Institutes with ref- 
erence to summoning a jury and stated, 
that in old times the>-Oqurt -of Queon|s 
Bench was movablSTlJut'iii 'later times it 
became stationary. 

Mr. Robertson in opening his arguinant 
said that ho proposed to dwell upon a 
subject raised during tho dobato but as 
yot left untouched, I. e. , tho question of 
tho power of tho D-miiniou legisl.aturo to 
pass sec. 5 of the 37 Vict. chap. 42, pro- 
viding that tho Supremo Court should 
have ])ower to hear nnd determine all 
cases of a criminal character. Thero wore 
two w.ays in which a criniiii.al case could 
bo dealt with. 1st— By a judge in his 
cap.acity of a judge of the Buprcnio Court, 
whicli means a trial by tho Ooiirt. 2nd—- 
By a commissioner appointed to hold 
courts and deliver gaols. He contended 
that under tho statute of 1S59 declaring 
that the Supreme Court should havo a 
cognizance of all cases, civil .and criminal, 
the Court or any judge could try a crimi- 
nal by virtue of his office of .Supremo 
Court Judge, and that no commission 
(which would be roqiiis'ito to empower 
anyono but a Supremo Court Judge) was 
neccaaary. Counsel referred to instances 
of the appointment of coininissionoi-s to 
try criminal cases before Confederation, 
among wliich was ono issued to Mr. Jus- 
tice Creaso (then attorney general)' in 
18G2. Tho legislature of Canada know- 
ing of these two modes of trying criminals 
had abolished tho latter, and had by the 
section now in question recognized the 
Supremo Court .as tho only tribunal. This 
provision w.as perfectly constitutional and 
did-not invade tho richts of the provin- 
cial legislature according to the British 
North America Act, 1867, which gives the 
pro vincial legislature power to make laws for 
constituting, organizing and maintaining 
courts. The Dominion Parliament had 
the riglit to cast the duty upon the Su- 
preme Court here of performing addition- 
al functions, and in Nova .Scotia such ad- 
ditinnal duty w.as compensated for by an 
increase in tho s.alary of the judges. 

Mr. J ustico Gray — An exeellent %ray. 

Mr. Robertson referred to tho case of 
Valin v.f. Lanvoir, vol. 3 Canadian Su- 
preme Court Reports, pages 9, 18, 34, 
etc., which decided that the Dominion 
Government had the power of conferring 
on provincial courts tlie power of trying 
election petitions, which was not to bo 
deemed an invasion of tho rights of tho 
provincial legislatures, which gave them 
the right to exclusively provide for the 
C'jnstructioii. etc., of courts. Ho also re- 
ferred to sec. 12 of tho Criminal Proce- 
dure Act as indioitingtan- jiitention- that 
capital cases' should only' be* "'dealt with 
by Superior Courts. 

At 6;45 p.m. tho Court adjourned un- 
til Thursday at 10 o'clock, when Mr. Ro- 
bertson iWiU,cOncludO)^ his argument nnd 
counsel fsr'tlie^prikqnersi'will boihfeard.

The first caso called was that of the 
'\''ictoria Club. 

His Honor wished to know whether 
the Club w.aa a licensed house, to which 
tho Polico Supt. replied in tho negativo. 

Supt. Todd cortiliod to tho information 
laid. ■ • 

Mr. Drake, who appeared for the de- 
fence in all tho cases, submitted that no 
oil'once had been committed. Ho took 
two objections — Ist that the Sabbath day 
inentionod in the Bylaw is tho seventh 
day in tho week or Saturday, in support 
of which quotations from old statutes 
wore mado, whereas the Bylaw in (pios- 
tion was intended to rofcr to tho Sunday 
or first d.ay in the week. Tho Sabbath 
day was unknownin law. Tiiosocond objec- 
tion with regard to the club was that it 
was not a liconsed house and did not re- 
tail liquors; with regard to all tho other 
cases tho Bylaw was fundiimontally 
wrong. 

His Worship stated that tho Council 
derived thoir power from Municipality 
Act and had power to make Bylaws. Ho 
would', liowcver, reserve his decision on 
that point. 

Mr. Drako would appeal to the Sup- 
remo Court at once if his objection were 
overruled. 

His Worship — Lot tho caso go on; tho 
point is reserved. 

Mr. Drako referred to lii.i socond objec- 
tion, that tho club was not a licensed 
saloon. In rejilv to Mr. Todd ho said 
that anj' house might bo open without 
any infringement of a Municipal Bylaw. 

Adjourned for ono day to allow the pro- 
duction of the member of the club who in- 
troduced the iSupt. into the establish- 
ment. 

'I ho caso of Frank r'ainpbell was next 
called. 

Officer Hough sworn — Know F. Camp- 
bell's place of business; saw it open on 
Sunday morning between 8 and 9 o'clock; 
noticed two or three persons there, but 
did not see anything sold. 

Mr. Drake raised same objection as in 
last case, with this addition that tlicro 
had boon no sale of goods, tlioroforc no 
olTonce. Judgment deferred. 

Mr. Drake tliought.it would bo bettor to 
ad journjiU the cases, till his iirat objec- 
tion had been looked into. If decided in 
his favor then all tho cases must bo dropp- 
ed, and if against them an appeal would 
at once be iiititituted to test it in the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court wished a caso to be called 
whore liquor had actually been sold. That 
of jWm^, McKenn^was'tlierofpre brought 
on; ■' "' ■ '■ ' '• " " '> 

Sergt. Bloomfield tostiGod to tho cor- 
rectness of the information .and that tho 
saloon was open between 3 and 4 p.m. on 
Sunday last. The Yaces street doors were 
closed, but tho door on Oriental alloy 
was open; hoard' tho ring of- money 
dropping into the till and saw a gentleman 
drinking at the bar; wiis "under tlio im- 
pression that tho drink was brandy or 
sherry; did not know whether tho party 
was stopping at tho hotel or not; know 
that there were beds on the second floor. 

A witness deposed that ho was in the 
Oriental saloon on Sunday last .about 4 
o'clock in tho afternoon; did not think 
ho bought any liquor; almost certain Mr. 
McKeon asked him to take a drink with 
him; thoro were other people there; did 
not go in for tho purpose of taking a 
drink; did not soo or hoar .any money 
dropping into tho till. 

OfKcer Hough coiToborated the state- 
ment of Sergeant Bloomfield. 'On. cross- 
examin.ation he was not preparod to swear 
that liquor was soldi at^ho.lMr; ' was at the 
door wliilo a man'{ooKh»1dnnk~, but did 
not go in. , -v ' 

Mr. Drako submitted that tho evidence 
was not sufficient. Tfie caso had not been 
proved., A hotto^dno|would have to bo 
obiaihedibefore thevbyrlaw- could be en- 
forced. He called tho attention of the 
Court to section 2, where saloons could 
not be kept open for the sale of liquois. 
Thoy might, however, bo kopt opon if 
liquors were not sold; or liquors might be 
aiven aivay. In the present case no sale 
had been proved, consequently it must 
fall to^tho ground. . 

The abtlvd cases wore adjourned till 
Thursday. All those that had not boon 
called wero .adjourned till Monday next, 
judgment in the case of tlie Victoria Club 
not being licenscl to bo given on Thurs- 
day. 

A waiter in the Driard Hotel whs charg- 
ed with throwing hot water on a China- 
man. Tho case was dismissed. 

Sing Keo was charged with carrying 
p.as;ienger3 to and from Victoria wich(;ut 
a license on tho 24th May. Adjourned 
for a week.

Rome had heard them; but 
it must to borno in mind that similar by- 
laws- existed in every eastern city. 

His Worship reniiirked that the whole 
by-law \\as now opened up and therefore 
Coun. Clarke's amendment was in order 
if put as such and not as a notico~of mo- 
tion. 

Coun. Mansell alw.ays w.as in favor of a 
Sunday by-law. He woidd voto against 
tho amendment although ho was in favor 
of the liquor sellers going on as formerly 
tin the expiration of their half yearly 
licenses. _ . 

Coun. S'lakerpeare referred to theaction 
of the Police Court in tho cases of those 
summoned for tho infraction of the bylaw. 
He did notintendto support Coun. Rome's 
amendment. He believed in a good strin- 
gent law or not ono at all. 

Coun. Clarke's amendment was lost. 

Coun. Romo's amendment was lost. 
Names called for: For— Smith and Rome. 
Against — JIauscll, McLean, Shakespeare, 
and Boyd. Coun. Clarke declined to vote.

The^bJaYor and coii'ncil beg 
to.placo bofoio tlio I{;itopayei-a the 
scheme of the Wat^r Works Engineer for 
putting the City Water Works in a coni- 
plotQiCpndition.' 

Tft.carry out tlio Avoi k w loan of §70,000 
is necessary, and tho folloiving particulars 
place tho matter as clearly as possible be- 
foro the Ratepayers for their juclgn\cnt 
thereon. Sliould the loan be eflected and 
tlic work carried out tho increase in water 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will be ample to meet tho amount 
annuiilly rcquiidd, for interest and sinking 
fund'df tiio'lban.'"°TJir' Water Works at 
present arc heaVily indebted to the City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
■ This expenditure wa.s necessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entire destruction of 
tho previously constructed works at Bca- 
vorJiUko. The said expenditure lias ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of tho surplus re- 
venue 'of thn City for tho current year, 
and should it not be repaid by means of 
a loan further works on streets will bo 
impossible without increased taxation. 
The loan of, §70,000 is intended to carry 
out jjhgl scheme of tho Water Works En-

probable largo' increase of population, 
ami to'guard against the necessity of 
being compellud to enlarge tlie main con- 
duit pipe tor many years, 

I would suggest that, it will be necess- 
ary to adopt the principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I lind that the 
highiaMvico, ^rea(|i'voir/ to bo effective 
muMK!con8tructod at^ari elevation above 
the level of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivei'y of tho 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to cllbctively supply tlio higli levels I 
would suggest tliat the 11 inch main be 
extended frim Douglas street along Pan- 
dura street, say to the nt^ighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elovatiun of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City. 

A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would have the following advantages; 
Tho level of the water in tho reservoir 
would"" bo "'53 ' feet "b'olow tho level 
of ,tho water in Elk Lake, and '18 
feot will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply aulliciont for a population of 
30,000 inhabituuts^ allowing 26 gallons 
per head per daj^. and-by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet abovo tho 
level of tho water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sulliciont power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipo into the liigli service rcsor- 
voir^\vhioh;niay bo built on the high rock 
at?uio top of iJ'ort street, at an elevation 
of 200' feefab'dvis high' water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of the water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would be suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will be 
no connection between the service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
ii^ca^e. of jfire.. j ,A;8 tO; -sizo of reservoirs 
required]'- 1 would" suggest that tho low 
service reservoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feot square and 12 
feet. deep, and the high service one to 
hold 00,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feot cTeep; and while selecting the 
beat plan for the: construction of said re- 
servoirs I may a'dd'thafc in all well regu- 
lated. cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic use they should bo built so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the. smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
lightjis.very injurious to water stored in 
a ifeMif voir and intended for domestic use; 
and to caiTy out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the rock and using the- rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho bal- 
ance of the wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feet doe|), the roof to bo supported by cast 
irb'n' columns. Tho cost of carrying out 
and completing tho above scheme will not 
exceed £=50,000, to which must be added 
810,000 which will bo required to com- 
plete tho filter l,ed.s; but should you see 
fit to adoiit tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for tho same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it fs generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Eort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially jsupgly the high levels the difl'er- 
oncia ^tweon tlie-lam" of the water in 
reservoir and. o'vel of water in Elk Lake 
is 80 siiiall, being only 25 feet, tho differ-

And \\ l;croa.s tho amount tif tho Avholo
